Posters 


This poster designed to announce National 
Achievement Day should remain simple. The 
arrow may be done in bright red or bright 
green and the lettering in black and the 
calendar gray. A middle value background 
might be substituted providing the calen- 
dar would be made white and the arrow 
bright enough to contrast with the back- 
ground. In this case the figure eight 
could be made to match the arrow. The 
other lettering should then be done in 
black or an equally dark color. 


The true effect of this poster cannot 
be illustrated in black and white. 
It should be bright and show much 
contrast to catch attention. The pos- 
ter should be done ona dark back- 
ground with white lettering or ona 
middle background with dark lettering 
The fireworks should be bright and 
light and may be done in one or two 
colors or they may be multicolored. 
One combination that might be used 
would have white lettering on a dark : 

green background with white, yellow, National 
orange, light green, pink, and violet 
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This idea may be used for 
a poster or three dimen- 
sional window exhibit to 
display photos of the boys 
and girls who have won 
awards. If done in three 
dimensions the rear of the 
field should be elevated 
so that back photos can be 
seen. The clovers' should 
be cut from heavy card- 
board. A grass mat might 
be used on the ground. By 
Changing the title to 
"Outstanding Achievements" 
photos of projects might 
replace those of the boys 
and girls. 


This poster is similar 
to the above, but would 
be best in the two di- 
mensional form or very 
flat three dimensional, 
clovers being raised a 
few inches from the 
background. The color 
of the clovers' should 
be of definite contrast 
to the background as 
should all lettering. 
Photos of local leaders 
should be pasted on the 
clovers. 
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
